Comptroller Says Law 
Payment for Running Bielas- 
ki’s Speakeasy.

violation of article 1, section 9 of 
the Constitution and that the Fed- 
eral Government would not be re- 
sponsible for the expenses Bielask! 
incurred to trap prohibition law 
violators. 

3ielaski said that he . spent 
$7264 for establishing and main- 
taining the club, during its oper- 
ation. He made a profit of $2299. 
The reimbursement asked for was 
$4972. and the money was ad- 
vanced to him by Walton iH. 
Green, chief prohibition investiga- 
tor. 

In view of the evidence sub- 
mitted to McCarl a readjustment of 
accounts of the disbursing officers 
was ordered.

~ SECTION HELD INVALID 


Federal Judge Rules It Denies 
Constitutional Guarantee of 
Trial by Jury. 


By the Associated Press. 

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 27.—That 
portion of the National Prohibi- 
tion law which permits a court to 


grant personal Injunctions has been 
held unconstitutional by Judge L. 
Ww. Wood gough of the United States 
District Court here. 

Judge Woodrough's ruling was 
made yesterday in answer to a pe- 
‘tition which asked @ personal in- 
‘junction be granted against Fred 
\Cunningham of Scotts Bluff, Neb. 
i'The petition charged Cunningham 
with five offenses against the pro- 
bibition laws, involving sale, trans- 
portation, possession and solicita- 
tion of orders for whisky. 

The personal injunction, if 
granted would have made it pos- 
sible for a court to send Cunning- 
ham to jail for contempt if he at 
any time should be found selling 
or in the possession of liquor. 

Judge Woodrough held that such 
an injunction would mean that 
Cunningham might be sent to jail 
without a jury trial, contrary to 
the constitution. 

The right of a trial by jury. the 
court ruled, is assured by the con- 
stitution and “an injunction relat- 
ing solely to the commission of per- 
sonal acts and not affecting prop- 
erty is a deprivation of liberty in 
violation of the constitution.” 

According to the opinion, “the 
defendant denies that any judge 
has the power to try him upon an 
accusation and asserts his immun- 
ity under Article Ill, constitution 
of the United States, ‘the trial of 
all crimes, except in cases of im- 
peachment, shall be by jury.”” 

“To my mind,” the opinion con- 
tinued. “the matter does not ad+ 
mit of argument or debate If th'« 
defendant has a bad reputation as 
a bootlegger, let the matter be in- 
quired into, a charge formuiated, 
and a jury of his peers called to-

“But the bill in equity, though

PARIS, Sept. 27.—Bennett J. 
Doty, who enlisted in the French 
Foreign Legion under the name of 
Gilbert Clare and was court-mar- 
tialed in Syria in August, 1926, be- 
‘ing sentenced to eight years in 
‘prison, has been pardoned by the 
French Government. 

The visit of the American Legion 
to Paris was responsible for the 
early pardoning of Doty. Minister 
of War Painleve when confronted 
with the appeal of the Americans 
who were in Paris said, ‘‘We must 
dc it. He will go free.’’ 


Doty, whose home was in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., was the central figure 
in an episode during the French 
fighting with the Druses in Syria, 
Doty, 26 years old, is a veteran of 
the World War, having served with 
E Battery, 115th Field Artillery, 
Thirtieth Division. He left the 
French lines in Southern Syria, 
where a campaign was under way, 
and was arrested with several 
companions on the charge of 
“abandoning his post before armed 
rebels.” He was imprisoned in Da- 
mascus and for a time it was feared 
that he might be sentenced to 
death. 

On June 7 Ambassador Herrick 
at Paris was instructed by Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg to intercede 
with the French Government in 
behalf of Doty, who was stated to 
have made an excellent record in 
France as a soldier in the Ameri- 
can army. His trial took place at 
Damascus, 

Prior to his conviction Doty said 
his ‘“‘momentary desertion” was 
caused not by cowardice but by 
acute home sickness. “I am not

soldiers, but }] realized my error 
}and surrendered to the first post 
of gendarmes on the trans-Jordan- 
ian frontier.”

the Veiled Prophet. He ap- 

pears with regularity once each 
year, accepts the hospitality of his 
chosen city for two days and dis- 
appears. For 49 years, his identity 
has been hidden behind his silvery 
veil, and precious few have learned 
anything about his affairs. 
are no back stairs in his court. 

It may be regarded as epochal, 
then, that yesterday a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter and photographer, 
for the first time in the history of 
this long reign, were admitted to 
one of the hitherto inviolates of his 
kingdown—jhe “den” from which 
once a year there emerge the 
gorgeous, illuminated floats which 
his majesty leads over a six-mile 
route to the never-failing “ahs” 
of saucer-eyed children and the 
scarcely less suppressed “ohs” of 
the adults among the hundreds of 
thousands who fill the city streets. 
The photographs appear on the 
picture page today. 

“Den” Once a Secret Spot. 


Time was when even the loca- 
tion of the “den” was concealed 
and the floats appeared on the 
night fixed as if by the same magic 
that brought His Majestey. Then 
it became known that the “den” 
was somerhere on Rankin avenue 
In the ‘nmediate neighborhood, it 
was known asa big, silent building, 
which the imagination of the 
neighborhood Negro children could 
easily make the abiding place of 
all sorts of resident goblins, and 
ghosts and mysterious creatures. It 
was a cavernous structure equipped 
with alarms like a speak-easy and 
with passwords as inviolate as 
those of a Thursday night lodge. 
It still is as impregnable to the 
workaday St. Louisan. Recently 
the old barn-like “den” has been 
replaced by a three-story structure, 
130x125 feet, with a ground area 
sufficient to house every one of the 
20 floats. Lest there be any ap- 
prehension, it may be stated that 
the 1927 floats are completed and 
await silently only the _ electric 
spark that will send them blazing 
down the street next Tuesday 
night. 

In an Enchanted Realm, 

A punch at a street door elec- 
tric button sets what sounds like 
a fire alarm a-clanging inside and 
brings forbidding looking  in- 
dividual. Safe-conduct past him 
opens up what seems to be a Santa 
Claus toy shop for the children 
of the giants whom Gulliver dis- 
covered upon his travels. Great 
grotesque figures rear themselves 
in air, gayly painted figures like 
huge dolls. They are the domi- 
nant note of this year’s procession. 

Papier mache always has been 
a large factor in the creation of 
the floats, but this year, the size 
of the figures and the number of 
them have been increased. . Over 
there, for instance, is a huge 
French doll, whose arms and legs 
have been pulled out to three 
times normal length and down to 
half normal circumference. A 
workman giving a final touch of 
rouge to the cheeks is a dwarf— 
comparatively. The hot dog chef 
has a head as big as a man’s whole 
body. Swarming about the floor 
are workmen giving a pat here

and a touch there to complete the 
work begun months ago. 


Five Months of Work. 


The creation of the annual 
Veiled Prophet parade begins each | 
year about May 1 and continues | 
virtually up to the minute of their | 
public appearance. About 35 car- 
penters, painters, artists and 
modellers spend fire months of 
concentrated labor to create what 
goes into the junk head after the 
short-lived procession. 

Each float represents a cost of 
about $1500. The cost of some of 
them can be brought down to $1000 
by the use of salvage from the year 
before. A tiger that gazed down 
ferociously upon the multitudes in 
1915 may make a reappearance in 
1927. Meanwhile he has reposed, 
along with hundreds of other ani- 
mals and pillars and turrets and 
scrolled gingerbread, upon the 
third floor of the building. 


Quarters of the Krewe. 

Such parts of the third floor as 
are not cluttered with the debris 
of 49 years of make-believing are 
assigned to the Krewe, that band 
of costumed, “false-faced merry- 
makers who each year animate 
the floats. A popular poet, versl- 
fying upon the Kréwe, once com- 
mented that the city whose busi- 
ness leaders could relax into the 
frolic of the Veiled Prophet once 
a year and appear dressed as they 
do on the floats need have no fear 
for the future. Poetic license 
perhaps, but the fact long has been 
known that the mother hubbards 
in the annual Veiled Prophet pro- 
cessions clothe the rotund figures 
of business men who go to their 
offices for the rest of the year 
with carefully cultivated dignity. 

Incidentally, there has often been 
speculation as to what becomes of 
the Krewe when they slip away 
from the Coliseum on the night of 
the ball. It can now be told that 
they scurry back to the den and 
there make merry until morning. 
There is a banquet hall on the sec- 
ond floor of the den, where the 
Krewe sometimes gather, but on 
ball night the huge area that has 
been deserted by the floats is swept 
clear and there the Krewe cuts 
loose for much of the remaining 
portion of the night. 


Making the Costumes, 

Costumes of the Krewe and 
‘Coronation of the Queen this year 
have required five months of pow- 
er machine operation by six seam- 
Sstreses. These seamstresses work 
on the second floor of the den and 
give over one corner of their room 
to the precise wig-maker, who up- 
on spherical. blockheads, pats a 
hair here and twists a curl there, 
as he builds the wigs that must 
protect the disguises of frivolous 
business beyond all chance of pen- 
etration. It would not do to have 
the vice president of a bank de- 
tected in the business of conduct- 
ing. with wild gesticulation, the 
‘imagined whinings of a jazz orches- 
‘tra with a soul of papier .mache, 
‘but watch~for him In the parade. 

But even that is serious business 
for a night, for as the dominoed 
workmen crawl about among the 
giant figures there drop in at the

Trained Workers Employed. 

The men who create the Veiled 
Prophet parade are not carpenters 
picked at random, nor painters 
happ2ned upon for the job. Year 
after year, the personnel is kept 
as unbroken as possible. The man 
who created the papler mache fig- 
ures this year has been making 
figures for floats for 15 years. It 
was only last year that the work- 
man who had built the first Veiled 
Prophet float and worked on them 
for each eucceeding year, died. 
Whatever the verdict of the on- 
lookers—‘“not so g0o0d as last 
year,” or “getting better”—the 
fact remains that 35 men have 
been doing their best to recreate 
exactly the fanciful, painted imag- 
inings of a good parade which an 
artist handed them five months 
ago. And the transformation of 
water colors to three dimensions 
in wood, lath, plaster, and paint 
so that under light they appear to 
be transformed back to a moving 
spot in the original colors of the 
artist is no laborless task. 

Some 16,000 lights are used in 
the illumination of Veiled Prophet 


to 200 and in all colors of the rain- 
bow. It is not the aim in illum- 
ination to make the floats dazzle, 
but to suffuse them with Ught to 
give them the appearance of ma- 
jestically moving spots of color 
and light.

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Style in Civic Buildings. 
‘ Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
T SEEMS strange indeed, that justice 


should be enshrined in or symbolized 
by & pagan temple, and yet, our new 
court-house is to be crowned by such a 
temple. Pagan philosophy is best char- 
acterized by the two words “carpe diem” 
and as such it is scarcely reasonable that 
a people whose architecture is expréssive 
of that philosophy could care for justice 
The city is evidently lending prestige to 
the absurd practice of perching pagan 
temples on the tops of buildings, which, 
if generally adopted would become wear- 
isome. 

As to the sphinxes which are to sur- 
mount the court-house, I have been un- 
able to find any justification for their 
use in the light of justice. Ruskin well 
said, “Theré should not be a single or- 
Mmameént put upon great civic buildings 
without some intellectual intention.” 
Surely our art is not so impoverished as 
to borrow so un-American and mytho- 
logical an ornament as the sphinx. 

Furthermore, the city should seize the 
éxcéelient opportunity afforded, in its 
plaza plan, of paying tribute to the Saint- 
éd King whose namé it bears, by adopt- 
ing as standard, a style (such as our 
beautiful city hall) which would preserve 
the memory of that nation which sent 
forth ite founders. But I suppose the 
Union Station and the City Hall will re- 
main as the only gems of civic archi- 
tecture to remind us of a grander style, 
wrought in wealth of color and curve, 
which our modern builders are totally 
incapable of though we do spend mil- 
lions of dollars on their product.

PROPOS your editorial of Septem-

THE WAR ON SMITH. 

The Anti-Saloon League has fired its first gun in 
the war it has declared on Gov. Smith of New York. 
The trigger was pulled by the league’s chief gunner, 
Dr. F. Scott McBride, general superintendent of the 
national organization, who is slated as successor 
of the late Wayne Wheeler, and whose career and 
accomplishments as related in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch, stamp him with the hallmark of leadership. 

In his opening salvo at Asheville, North Carolina, 
on Sunday, Dr. McBride declared that placing Al 
Smith in the White House would be tantamount 
to handing over “the law enforcement duties of the 
Government into the hands of the liquor forces.” 
Similar assertions were made by other speakers in 
the pulpits of the leading churches. Notice was 
served that the campaign would be carried into “every 
nook and corner of the State.” Along with Gov. 
Smith, Senator Reed of Missouri and Gov. Ritchie 
of Maryland were equally proscribed. The ultimatam 
was thundered forth that the nomination of any 
of them by the Democratic party meant the end of 
the solid South. 

The names of Senator Reed and Gov. Ritchie may 
be omitted from this discussion. Gov. Smith is the 
man the Anti-Saloon League is seeking to destroy. 
The swinging momentum of his candidacy has 
alarmed the dry leaders. They see in this move 
ment a direct threat at themselves and their cause. 
Perhaps they are right. Perhaps prohibition has 
reached that crisis in its affairs where a swift de- 
cline is sure to follow unless one or both of the ma- 
jor parties nominate avowed prohibitionists and 
adopt bone-dry planks. 

If that diagnosis is correct then the cause is truly 
in desperate plight. Here is a policy written into 
the Constitution and vitalized by statutory enactment 
and yet must have the personal indorsement of 
presidential candidates and the platform sanction of 
political parties if it is to survive. So say its 
friends. 

The enforcement of prohibition today is under the 
direction of the Treasury Department, at the head 
of which is Andrew W. Mellon who, before the 
eighteenth amendment, was one of the country’s 
largest distillers and who, we imagine, is quite as 
wet in theory and practice as the temperate Gov- 
ernor of New York. Yet, with the exception of 
former Gov. Pinchot of Pennsylvania, everybody 
that we know of believes Mr. Mellon has sincerely 
done the best he could to enforce this law. ‘Surely 
nobody seriously contends that Mr. Mellon connives 
at the violation of the law. . 

So with Gov. Smith. Should he be elected Presi- 
dent his oath oi office would obligate him to uphold 
the Constitution of the United States in its entire- 
ty. It strikes us as nothing short of indecent 
to intimate that Mr. Smith, or any other candl- 
date that has been mentioned—Democratic or Re 
publican—would enter the presidency with perjury 
on his lips. Yet that is what Dr. McBride and his 
co-laborers are asking the people of North Carolina 
and of every other State to believe. 

The Post-Dispatch refuses to believe this infamous 
implication. Our opinion is that, if men of such 
consequence as to be considered available for our 
highest office were so destitute of truth and honor 
as the grave and reverend seigniors of the Anti-Saloon 
League charge, then the country, wet or dry, is 
headed straight for the rocks. 
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THE OLIVE STREET DELAY. 


It was impossible that agitation of the Olive 
street delay should not have some result in that un- 
fortunate matter, and it hax The Legal Department 
of the city applied yesterday to the State Supreme 
Court for modification of the restraining order which 
has produced a state of total paralysis in the Olive 
street improvement, and it is Ifikely that the curb 
at least, as to which there is no controversy, since 
the city and not protesting property owners pay for 
it, can be made. 

What is also likely is tHat bringing to the atten- 
tion of the court the injustice of the delay will have 
the effect of an early ruling upon the point in dis- 
pute. There is no serious probability that the method 
prescribed by the charter amendments for widening 
the streets is illegal. In the case of Olive street 
the street car company pays for a considerable strip 
of the pavement. All the property condemned has 
been paid for by appraisement out of the $87,000,000 
bond issue, and the city moreover pays for the curb. 
The suit in the State Supreme Court applies to the 
cost of the pavement upon the south side of the 
street, which is assessed against the property. 

It would indeed be a pity if a suit of this sort, 
which may be said to be taking an outside chance 
that the property owners can escape a share in the 
cost of an improvement of such obvious general 
benefits, delayed too-long reopening of the street 
to traffic and trade. 
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THE LANGUAGE OF THE BOMB. 


Nothing could illustrate more completely the .re- 
versal of form in all things Russian since the Sovi- 
ets took charge, than the sentencing to death of four 
Russian noblemen in Leningrad for throwing a bomb 
into a communist meeting. Bombs used to be the 
exclusive weapon of the Nihilist, fhe proletarian. 
Now it seems, they have been ennobled. 

In ‘the days of the Czars a Russian Nihilist was 
asked what was the sense of throwing a bomb. A 
bomb killed one grand duke or Czar perhaps, but 
it did not alter the system at which it was aimed 
and the punishment of the thrower was quick and 
bloody. The Nihilist’s answer was this: 

“I was put in the guardhouse for trying to teach 
some men of my company in the army to read and 
write. I was told that all a soldier needed to know 
was to obey orders and reverence the fkons. I 
dared not speak against the wrongs of the people, 
the oppressiveness of the rulers. That meant the 
salt mines or Schluesselberg. There was no way to 
let the peasants know that they were being out- 
rageously governed except through their own per- 
sonal experience. It was forbidden to tell them the 
truth. But they could hear a bomb. That made them 
ask the question: Why was it thrown and why 
did a man willingly give his life to put some noble 
man out of the way? It wasn’t safe to answer the 
quéstion and perhaps it wasn’t answered, but in 
that case the deadly ferment of the unanswered 
question was implanted in the peasant’s mind.” 

Perhaps history is repeating itself with the re- 
versé English. 
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HE SAYS IT WITH FACTS. : | 


George C. Smith, who has undertaken to get new 
industries for St. Louis, does not work along the 
accepted lines. He does not believe in widespread 
advertisement of the city in glittering generalities, 
in rhetorical praise of its advantages in the matter 
of climate, civic facilities and so on. That sort of 
thing has been overdone. Mere boosting has become 
old stuff. No one believes a booster. Men who are 
looking for a place to build a factory want facts. 

Facts are what Mr. Smith will give them. Here is 
his own brief outline of the method he intends to 
pursue: 


We seek to prove to industry, and will seek to 
prove that St. Louis for many factories is the 
spot where raw materials can be assembled most 
cheaply, where operating costs will be low and, 
hence, where profits will be substantial and con- 
tinuous. We prove this conclusion in dollars 
and cents, making separate studies for each in- 
dustry, in the light of its own peculiar needs, and 
shun generalities. 


It is not difficult to believe that this method has 
worked out well in Baltimore where Mr. Smith has 
been applying it. He gives instances to show how 
factory-owners, confronted by carefully-prepared 
briefs setting out Baltimore’s advantages for their 
particular needs, have been persuaded to build plants

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PANNING THE IMMORTAL GREEKS. 


Of course, it had to happen. In a day when 
everything else is coming in for questioning and 
criticism, the conventional high estimate of the 
Greeks was sure to have its turn in the dock. So 
it happens that the New York Times recently made 
some highly disparaging remarks about them, and 
that H. L. Mencken, in the October American Mer- 
cury, lets fly his famous haymaker in an attempt 
to prove that they were not all they are cracked up 
to be. 

The embattled classicists, when they answer these 
attacks, will, we trust, not try to hold all their pres- 
ent ground, but will meet their attackers by get- 
ting rid of some of the romantic nonsense which has 
become a part of the conventional notion of Greece. 
Most of this is an outgrowth of the illusion that all 
Greeks, unlike the inhabitants of any other nation 
which has ever existed, were cultured, were lovers of 
art, architecture, literature, political science, philoso- 
phy, and so on. It is, in other words, an idea of the 
same intellectual standing as the notion that all 
Germans appreciate Beethoven, and the notion that 
all Frenchmen are cennoisseurs of art. 

If the proponents of the Greeks take this method 
of replying to the new attacks, they will have stol- 
en most of the ammunition of their enemies, and 
put the sound achievements of Greece quite beyond 
assault. Then the majestic conception of Plato will 
continue to delight dreamers and amaze states- 
men. Greek drama will continue to inspire poets and 
puzzle most others. The philosophy and art of Hellas 
will remain as healthy as ever. And the Odyssey will 
keep on surging and thundering. 
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A NEW “MIRACLE TEAM.” 

Few will dissent from the judgment of Sports Edi- 
tor Wray that the Cardinals have made an astound- 
ing race. Nobody who could have foreseen last 
spring what was going to happen to them would 
have dared to predict that they would be fighting 
near the top at the finish. By all the laws of base- 
ball “form,” ¢hey should be down in the mire with 
the placid Phils. :

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A BRITISH VIEW OF CECI.

HE resignation of Lord Cecil from the

pean than of strictly British importance. 
That ts to say, it is likely ‘oth to be taken 
more seriously and to be more deeply dé- 
plored abroad than here. For our part we 
ais inclined to agree with rd Cecil him- 
self that he should be abie to do more use- 
ful work outside than inside this—or any 
other—government. For there ts much 
more of the agitator than of the statesman 


in his mental makeup. Both temperament- 
ally and intellectually he is a “difficult” 
person; uncertain and unaccountable; a 
man who has always inspired store conft- 
dence in his opponents than in his col- 
leagues. He never realized either the 
dangers or the utter impracticability of the 
“nrotocol,” and even refers regretfully in 
this letter of resignation to that deservedly 
stillborn project. His profound enthusiasm 
for the League has undoubtedly been of a 
great value to the League, and a consider- 
able asset, therefore, to the general cause 
of European peace.
